CLEVELAND, Nov. 16 (J*—P res­ 
ident 
Eisenhower 
promised 
the 
CIO convention today that his pro­ 
posals for amending the Taft-Hart- 
ley Act will be fair to labor, m an­ 
agem ent and the public alike. 
In a letter to the 700 delegates, 
the President said he would sub­ 
m it suggested changes stemming 
from the administration's months- 
long study of the law to Congress 
in January. 
He added: 
•‘In 
formulating 
these 
sugges­ 
tions, our guide will be the funda­ 
mental principle that the law must 
be absolutely fair to the laboring 
m en and women of the nation, to 
managem ent, and to the public at 
large.”

vention’s first day, only a couple i 
of hours after CIO President Wal-j 
ter P. Reuther lam basted the Ei-' 
senhower adm inistration’s tax pro­ 
gram as "the big steal.”

gates listened attentively to the 
President’s message but afterward 
had neither applause nor cheers, j 
The CIO as well as virtually all 
other organized labor, has battled 
the Taft-Hartley law 
constantly, 
gince it went into effect in 1947. 
It calls the law repressive, dis-i 
criminatory against labor and p ar­ 
tial to management. 
Eisenhower noted that he had 
•‘previously stated my conviction 
that this law, while fundamentally 
sound, should be changed in some 
respects.”

In seven states the reserves 
would last less than five years, by the same measure, 
and in one state (Rhode Island* they could conceivably 
be wiped out in one year 
Early in 1954, the Senate will consider a bill pa wed 
by the House in July which would set up a $200 million 
revolving fund for emergency, Interest-free loans to 
states whose reserve funds may be threatened with 
insolvency. A fight will be made to substitute a system 
of federal grants fin the promised loans, and the 
adequacy of the entire system as now functioning is 
likely to come under review at that time 
Meanwhile a task force under the Presidents 
Council of Economic Advisers is seeking answers to 
two questions 
<1* How well has the present system 
served over the years to regularize employment and 
to maintain consumer purchasing power? <2» Would 
it prove an effective economic prop in a period of 
general depression’’ Findings of the task force will 
supply the basis for White House dec! 
to ask Congress for changes to make 
sat ion a more effective balance wheel 
tconomv.

W ASHINGTON — Former Presi­ 
dent Truman did not state* all the 
facts last week when he wrote the 
House Un-American Activities Com­ 
mittee citing a long list of preced­ 
ents in an attempt to justify his 
refusal to honor a .subpoena issued

He failed to cite at all the most 
important precedent in the records 
of Congress, which shows that John 
Tyler, 15 months after he left the 
White House, did testify before a 
House committee in response to its 
request for information.

Progressive Lawyers 


SAN FRANCISCO- It is often s 
cause for wonder why so m an y of 
our young people are recruited for 
movements which are harmful to 
their country. 
Obviously, the fault 
lies in the process of education, 
for ideas can be instilled in youth 
against which they have neither 
the knowledge nor experience to 
set up an adequate defense 


A large number of subversives 
are lawyers, which is not extra­ 
ordinary in a country where there 
are so many lawyers and where 
they play so great a part in its 
political life 
Perhaps in no other 
country are lawyers so ubiquitous 
or so important. They are usually 
sharp-witted in the presentation of 
an argument. They are, by profes­ 
sion, advocates for a cause. 
Pro­ 
fessor Thomas I. Emerson, profes­ 
sor of law at Yale and a past pres­ 
ident 
of 
the 
National 
Lawyers 
Guild, has stated the philosophy 
of the law in these term 


. . Law is an instrument 


not only for embodying the wis­ 
dom of the past, hut for rasing 
the transition to the future. 
It 


is a device for maintaining a 
balance between the old and 
the new. 
Thus, it is an essen­ 
tial tool in solving our difficul­ 
ties without a holocaust. ’ 


Many theories exist as to what 
the law is. 
To some the law is 
nothing more than an act of legis­ 
lation. man-made and to be un­ 
made by man. 
The '.aw is there­ 
fore without aim. without purpo*e, 
without a moral basis 
The great­ 
est modern American jurist. Oliver 
Wendell Holmes, believed that the 
law was an expression of power 
and nothing else.
